New York, Aug. 25.—lIt is 
practically impossible to predict 
the extent to which ordinary 
gasoline will be ethylized, Carl 
R. DeLong, chief of the chemical 
division of the United States 
Tariff CommisSion, says in re- 
porting to the American Chem- 
ical Society a survey of the 
world’s bromine resources. 

“The consumption of gasoline 
last year in the United States was 
about 11.2 billion gallons,’’ Mr. 
DeLong says. “If this entire con- | 
sumption were treated with ethy-| 
lene bromide and tetraethyl lead, | 
90 million pounds of bromine would 
be required. 

“It may be- unreasonable to as- | 
sume that all of the gasoline used | 
in this country will be so treated. 

“However, if only 10 per cent, of! 
the gasoline now consumed should 
be converted into leaded gasolime, | 
there would be required about nine 
million pounds of bromine, a quan- 
tity nearly three times our’ maxi- | 
mum production two years ago. | 

“Much speculation as to the fu-! 
ture consumption of and prices for 
bromine has followed the decision | 
of the United States Public Health | 
Service that there is no reason to} 
prevent the use of leaded gasoline! 
under regulations."’

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Oil Substitution 

CCORDING to a report recently made to the Fair Trade 
League by Dr. Masson, professor of chemicai engineer- 

ing at New York University, almost eighty per cent. of the 
lubricants that are given motorists who call for well known } 
branded préducts are not the oils which are ordered and! 
paid for, but inferior substitutes. The report was based on | 
a test campaign recently made, during which lubricants were 
bought at random from stations all over the city. Instead of 
going into the crankcase the oils provided by the stations 
were carried away in concealed containers for analysis. 

Even though every oil station in the city was not visited, 
this result is startling and alarming. After long education 
motorists generally are willing to pay whatever is necessary 
to provide their engines with the best obtainable lubricants. 
Inferior oils can work almost limitless damage to any engine. 
Car owners appreciate this-fact now ‘and are taking all pre- 
cautions to get proper lubrication. If dishonest oil mer- 
chants are to be allowed to cheat them by subsitution of 
cheaper and inferior lubricants when the best branded oils 
have been paid for, much of the value of the long campaign 
of education will be wasted. 

Reputable automobile merchants are much interested in 
this situation. A great part of the educational work has 
been carried on through the automotive merchant. He has 
preached “good oils” to his customers and told them the dan- 
gers of using inferior products. He has pointed out that al 
penny saved in buying oil is likely to be a dollar lost in re- 
pairs. If the car owner, after learning so much, finds what 
he has been taught to consider reliable lubricants failing to} 
protect his car, he is likely to backslide heavily and begin | 
buying poor oil again. 

Automotive merchants should get behind any local | 








campaign designed to round up dishonest oil sellers and, 
failing that, they should start such a campaign them- 
selves. It is difficult for the ordinary car owner to detect 
substitution, and still more difficult to prove it. If a car 
owner believes that he is being imposed upon, he should 
get in touch with his dealer, who in turn can reach the 
representative of the oil manufacturer whose goods are 
believed to have been substituted against. If this is done, 
the oil company will very quickly find out if any given 
dealer is practicing this deception, and the necessary 
steps will then be taken.
